There have been nineteen different teachers—two males and sev- 
enteen females. Two taught for the first time. Sevenschools had 
the same teachers for the year; two others the same teachers for 
two terms. The highest wages paid any teacher, $60 per month; 
the lowest, $16. Average wages per month for male teachers, $44; 
for female teachers, $23.26. Expense per scholar for the year, 
$6.45. 

The number of children between the ages of 5 and 15 years re- 


ported by the Selectmen, is twenty more than the previous year. 


The number of different scholars reported in school exceeds 
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that of last year by sixty-five. This increase is due to an actual 
increase of the number of scholars in town, and also to the care of 
our truant officer in looking up delinquents. Not all have been in 
school who ought, but a step has been taken in the right direction 
towards securing the attendance of each. And it is to be hoped 
that in the future no less effort will be put forth to secure this most 
desirable result. The number of weeks of school is ten greater 
than last year, due to a fall term in the Grammar Department of 
District No. 2 in place of the Conant School. There were thirteen 
weeks of school in District No. 12, with ten scholars; eight of 
these came from the adjoining town. Although at present there 
are not enough scholars in this district for a school, your Superin- 
tendent is convinced after a careful examination that a school should 
be kept up at this point by the help of Troy, and perhaps Marlbo- 
rough. This can be done by making the district a fractional one. 
It has a good school house, so situated as to accommodate enough 
scholars from out of town to make a school of fair size, with a 
prospect of increasing numbers. Of the schools in district No. 2, 
‘it is enough to say that they were under the care of the same efli- 
cient teachers as last year. 


No. 3 was again unfortunate in its teacher for the winter term. 
With the best of intentions, Miss Ellis failed of interesting her 
scholars and securing that control over them which is an essential 
to success. For ten weeks the school dragged along, a burden to 
the teacher, a constant source of anxiety to your Superintendent, 
and with little profit to the scholars. All of the other schools were 
relatively good, some of them of a high order. All but three 
schools, those in Districts Nos..5, 11 and 13, have suffered much 
from irregularity of attendance. In some cases there were good 
reasons for the scholars being away from school; in the majority 
of cases, your Superintendent believes, they could have been in 
school if they had wished. In some instances it is evident the par- 
ents were at fault. It would not be difficult to mention instances 
in which scholars have been kept from school, or allowed to stay 
away on pretense of doing work, when there was no good reason 
why the work might not have been done out of school hours or on 
Saturdays. There is no reason, in the nature of the case, why the 
relative attendance in all the districts should not be as good, for in- 
stance, as that in No. 5. Here is something for parents to carefully 
consider. In no way can they add more to the efficiency of our 
schools than by care to have their children go every day. In ac- 
cordance with the requirement of the late law, teachers have been 
examined in the elements of physiology and hygiene, with refer- 
ence to the effects of alcoholic drinks and narcotics upon the human 
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system, and asked to make these subjects an occasional general ex- 
ercise in their schools. Some did this with marked success, others 
in a manner that amounted to little or nothing. The way has, at 
least, been opened for a more rigid examination of teachers in 
physiology and kindred subjects contemplated by the law, and of 
their being systematically taught in all our schools the coming year. 
Under such instruction there is good reason to believe our children 
will be able to deal with intemperance as we have not been able to 
deal with it. The Laws of Health by Dr. Joseph C. Hutchison has 
been recommended as the text book on physiology and hygiene. 
Higginson’s Young Folks’ History of the United States has been 
introduced in place of Quackenbos’. Your Superintendent is sure 
this change will commend itself to any one who will take the trouble 
to examine the two books. Understanding the evils arising from 
the too frequent change of text books, the utmost care has been 
taken in the selection of the books introduced, and it is believed 
will be found the best of their kind. 


At the close of another year your Superintendent sees no reason 
to modify any statements made in previous reports as to the neces- 
sity of a change in our schools, so that we shall have fewer and 
better. As they were the past year, some of them might have been 
greatly improved by a more judicious selection of teachers. Atter 
all that may be said, and rightly, too, of good school houses, 
latest and best text books, and most approved apparatus, it is 
the teacher that makes the school. The character of a school will 
no more rise above that of its teacher, than water its own level. It 
is not a sufficient recommendation for a teacher that he will work 
for small pay, or even that he feels sure that he knows everything 
which is to be taught and a good deal more. It is also to be re- 
membered that our schools exist for the benefit of our children, 
and not to furnish places where incompetent persons can get wages 
easier than in other positions. We may feel a deep interest in one 
because he is our friend, or relative, or because some one else is in- 
_terested in him, or from the fact that he is tired of his present work 
and wishes a change, but neither our interest nor his need is a rea- 
son why he should be given a school. The question in hiring a 
teacher should be, is he competent to teach? We may and ought to 
be sorry that one is in need, and strive to help him, but our effort 
should be to give him work he is fitted to perform. To do other- 
wise is an injury toallconcerned. And furthermore let it be borne 
in mind that nothing is farther from the truth than the saying we 
constantly hear, any one can teach little children. The fact is, it 
is far more difficult to find competent teachers for primary schools 
than for those of higher grade. 
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Your Superintendent finds that the law relative to the abolish- 
ing of the ‘“‘district system” is not well understood. The follow- 
ing extracts are therefore given from the General Laws: 


““Chapter 86, Section 2. Any town may at any time abolish the 
school districts therein, and shall thereupon forthwith take posses- 
sion of all the schoo] houses, land, apparatus, and other property 
owned and used for school purposes which such districts might law- 
fully sell or convey. The property so taken shall be appraised un- 
der direction of the town, and at the next annual assessment there- 
after a tax shall be levied upon the whole town equal to the amount 
of the whole appraisal, and there shall be remitted to the tax payers 
of each district the said appraised value of its property thus taken, 
or the difference in the value of the property of the several districts 
may be adjusted in any other manner agreed upon by the parties 
in interest. 


“Section 8. When any town which has been divided into school 
districts shall haye abolished them, * * * such town shall then 
_be considered as one district, and shall have all the powers and lia- 
bilities of the same.” 


“Section 28. The corporate powers and liabilities of any school 
district shall continue and remain for the purpose of receiving and 
disposing of the money paid for its property by the town, paying 
its debts, concluding any suit at law, or in equity, in which such 
district may be a party, collecting any debts due such district, and 
disposing of the proceeds thereof, and holding and enjoying the in- 
come of any money or property held in trust by virtue of any gift, 
devise or bequest, for the benefit of cach district, for the same pur- 
pose, and in the same manner as before, according to the terms 
thereof.” 

‘Chapter 87, Section 16. School districts composed of the 
whole town shall, at their annual meeting, elect a board of educa- 
tion, who shall have and exercise all the powers and duties of 
superintending and prudential school committees; and should any 
such district neglect to choose such board of education, the select- 
men shall, on or before the twentieth day of April ensuing appoint 
such board.” 


“Section 18. Such board of education shall consist of three, six 
or nine persons. 

‘Section 19. Any board of education elected according to the 
provisions of this chapter, shall have the care and custody of all the 
property belonging to the district, shall employ teachers and fix 
their compensation, shall have the control and management of the 
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schools of the district, and examine and allow all claims arising 
therefrom, and generally shall have and enjoy all the power and 
authority, and perform all the duties by law pertaining to the of= 
fices of prudential and school committees.”

In the summer of 1883, your seleetmen learned that August 12, 
1865, Mrs. Abbie J. Rice, who at that time owned the public house 
on Monadnock mountain, obtained a quitclaim deed of a tract of 
land on said mountain, north of land before owned by her. Said 
tract is 160 rods wide and extends to the top of the mountain, the tray- 
eled path to the top is the centre thereof, and it extends eighty rods 
on each side of the path. Also one other tract situated on the top 
of said mountain, containing three acres the highest rock to be the 
center of said lot. By subsequent conveyances this claim decended 
to Messrs. P. 8S. & 8. Batchelder, the present owners of the moun- 
tain house. It was apparent that something must be done or the 
Messrs. Batchelders would soon become the owners. The design 
in obtaining a quitclaim of these lands seemed self evident. Be- 
lieving it to be the wish of the town that Mt. Monadnock be for- 
ever free to the public as a place of resort for pleasure, and that 
we should be justified in the attempt, we made an effort to secure 
this end. At this time it was believed that the town owned all the 
land covered by the above mentioned deed. The Messrs. Batchel- 
ders were so notified, and that they nor any other person would 
ever be allowed to become owners of any land situated on Monad- 
nock mountain, not covered by deeds of warranty except by actual 
purchase of the town. They were also notified to meet us on a cer- 
tain day to make a survey and establish lines between their land 
and that of the town. The Messrs. Batchelders did not appear, 
but the survey was made, the result showing that about three- 
fourths of the mountain house, and the cottage house in the rear, 
stood on land believed to belong to the town, but a doubt 
was created about the title of the town On examining the 
Cheshire Registry of Deeds it was found that in 1784, July 13, 
Joseph Wilder, constable, by his deed of warranty conveyed to the 
late Rey. Laban Ainsworth, lots numbered five and six in the second 
range of lots in the town of Jafirey. These lots comprise nearly 
all the land covered by the Abbie J. Rice deed. On looking up the 
Probate Records and examining the Registry of Deeds from the 
date of Joseph Wilder’s deed to Mr. Ainsworth, to that of the de- 
cease of the latter, it was found that he had never conveyed these 
lots. An effort was then made to obtain a deed of these two lots 
from the heirs of Mr. Ainsworth, the result of which is that the 
town now holds a deed of both lots. It was found that the land 
supposed to belong to the town on which the buildings stand was 
owned by Col. Gilman Mower.
